In order to make the members 
in the country iuliy aware of the 
facts we are buw giv.ng a summ- 
ary ot our present position with 
reterences (o recent action of the 
Provincial Govrumeents 

As a back ground it should be 
flated that the Canadian Wheat 
Pools ag an organization acting in 
interest of the of the producers is 
convinced hat the prices quoted fo: 
Wheat at present are below a tair 
valuation of the wheat and not 4 
just return to the producer, iv 
should be distinctly understood, 
however, that the Pool is not tol 
lowing a policy of attempting tuo 
hold up suppiies of wheat. We are 
still following the same basic mar- 
keting policy of previous years, ot 
always offering to sell when there 
is an actual demand for wheat. 
While we have not been seliing 
gubstantial quantities at the pre 
sent low levelz, we have been ol- 
fering wheat to foreign buyers and 
domestic mills consistently 
throughout the present crop sea 
son. 

A number of factors have enter: 
ed to cause the present depression 
of wheat prices, notably the huge 
carry-over of last years wheat, 
the unbridled dumping of Argen- 
tine wheat on the European mar- 
ket, and just recently the unstable 
financial situation resulting trom 
governmental investigations oi the 
brokerage business in Canada, The 
Wheat Poo] has fortunately been 
@ a position to avoid liquidating 
its wheat upon an unfavorable mar 
ket. In order to do this and at the 
same time pay Pool menMers ivr 
this year’s crop on the basis oi one 


cent greater than the 
amount of money advanced by the 
banks. We have always maintained 
this margin of safety and are doing 
so today. 

During the past ten days an ele 
ment of uncertainty and weakness 
has been introduced into the fin- 
ancial situation in Canada ag re- 
sult of some of the provincial gov- 
ernments seizing the accounts and 
books of certain stock and grain 
brokerage firms. 

Some of these brokerage houses 
uye carrying large speculative 
grain accounts on behalf of clients, 
accounts based on margin pay- 
ments only. The wheat market re 
flected the disturbing situation in 
the brokerage business and wheat 
prices were unible to pull them- 
selves up to better levels. There 
was a possibility of speculative 
margin holders of wheat being 
sold at any minute which would in- 
volve the dumping, on an already 
weak market, of millions of bush- 
els. 

To prevent such an unfortunate 
occurence, the governments of the 
various provinces considered the 
release of these accounts from the 
genera] seizure, so that the margin 
accounts of wheat speculators 
could be negotiated in the custom 
ary way. This was done. 

At this time the Canadian banks 
became concerned They sensea 
a danger of wheat prices being 
forced down still lower as a result 
of the general unrest, and feared 
that the Wheat Pool margin of 1b 
per cent. might be impaired, ac- 
cordingly the banks called upon 
the Pools to take some action tu 
insure the ma ntenance of the mai- 
gin.
